A MIRACULOUS BSC. APE 
Thrilling Experience of 
Foreigner ‘ 

A most miraculous escape from 
serious injury and probably death 
was the alarming experience which 
a foreigner met 
If there is such a thing as “nine 
lives," he must have been the onc 
sifted with that mythical” bless- 
iE. 

He left his Office at about 1.50 
p.m, and, in spite of the warnings 
of 2 friend, set out for his heme 
at Causeway Bay. He took a 
motor car from the Post Office, 
and everything went well unti] he 
arrived at the corner of Arsenal- 
street and Queen’s-road East. 

The wind was blowing furious- 
ly, and the car had to-go past 
Queen’s-road East instead. of by 
the Praya. The typhoon was at 
jts worst then, and from the 
corner of Arsenal-street until 
reaching Wanchai-road, where the 
Naval Monument is. no fewer than 
twenty signboards were’ blown 
against the motor-car which was 
going at a “snail pace.” 

A Full Size Brick 
_-No. 2 Police. Station was. reach- 
ed and just - before turning into 
Wanchai-road, a full size brick 
was hurled at the wind shjeld of 
the ear by the gale. “ Tne thick 
plate of glass was smashed to 
smithereens, ami the driver re- 
ceived a slight cut in the left ege. 
Luckily for the foreigner inside 
the car, he had his raincoat off 
and using it as-a sereen, he was 
able to break the force of the 
brick. } 

The car was then unable. to 
proceed further. It backed toa 
side channel near the M. ¥, San 
Factory. There they waited for 
about ten minutes, and when the 
wind had slightly subsided, the 
plucky motor driver ventured 
forth once more. 


Huge Signboard Crashes 


The car backed out of the kerb 
and shot forward. Just as it 
did so, a huge signboard came 
crashing down.from the very spot 
where the.car had parked.. The 
driver looked at the foreigner and 
he at. him, both looking relieved 
at the lucky escape. 

The vehicle- was, however, able 
to go a few feet when a terrific 
wind literally farced the car back. 
The driver abandoned ‘the trip

Jand left the foreigner to fend for 


himself. 


Getting out of the car at the 


Point suffered badly and were alf|corner of Mallory-road and Wan- 


chai-road corner, . the foreigner 
tried to make his way home on 
foot. By this time he was drench- 
ed to the skin.. He got as far as 
Messrs. Warren & Company's 
showroom, and in his wake was 2 
party of three Portuguese girls. 
Then came another gust of wind 
and drove him and the girls right 
back. Luckily for the foreigner, 
he seized hold of a tree just out- 
side Dr, Majima’s Hospital, as he 
came tumbling backwards. -The 
three girls were less - fortunate. 
They were rolled on the ground 
by the wind until they landed on 
a heap of rubbish. The foreign- 
er then made his way to the girls 
to see if assistance’’ was needed. 
He found the three girls bleeding: 
in thé face, hands and knees, but 
they. refused to be ‘taken to hos- 
an :

LAUNCHES SUNK 


Four Police Craft. Suffer Damage 

‘A complete and detailed report of 
damages sustained by vessels in the 
harbour as a result of yesterday's 
blow had not been made to the 
Police or to the Harbour authori- 
ties this morning, but so far (from 
the few reports received), the in- 
diecation is that small craft in the 
harbour suffered considerable dam- 
age. It is quite likely-that within 
a day or two more reports will be 
made to the Harbour Office. 

A Triangular Collision , 

A triangular collision, resulting 
in-no damage to any one of. the 
three crafts concerned, was report- 
ed to the Police. The “Meridian 
Star” was cast adrift by a heavy 
gust of wind whilst she was moor- 
fed inside the Government Shelicz. 
In her aimless wandering, she ran 
headlong against the No. 1 Fire 
Float which was-also. in the same 
shelter. The impact caused the 
latter vessel to clash with a Police 
launch. 

Four Launches Damaged 

Four Police Iaunches—Nos. 7, 8, 


9, and 14—were damaged as a re-: 
sult of ramming against other ves-: 


sels whilst. they were in Yaumatt: 
Shelter.

“Choy Fat’ was herded in by a 
number of other launches, lighters, 
and junks. At 230 p.m. when the 
gale was at its lieight, he noticed 
that there was a danger of hia 
vessel being crushed by others. 
He then started his engines going 
in the hope of getting clear away 
ifrom the others.

An Act of January 10, 1929, intro- 
duces in Italy, compulsory sickness 
insurance for seamen and airmen. Up 
till the present, “The Ministry _ of 
Labour Gazette” says, no general 
health insurance system has been es- 
tablished in. Italy, and seamen have 
been protected by_ those sections of 
the Commercial Code which provide 
that, in the event of sickness or in- 
jury during a voyage, & seaman is 
entitled w his. wages and to medical 
attention at the expense vt 
the ship. The riew Act makes sick- 
ness insurance compulsory for al! per- 
sons employed in civil, maritime, and 
aerial undertakings {exclusive of those 
employed in_ the administrative ser- 
vices of such undertakings), and re- 
presented by the National Faseist 
Confederation of Scamen and Airmen. 
Persons of foreign . nationality are 
covered by the scheme, in so far as the 
legislation of the States to which they 
belong guarantees equivalent protec- 
tion to Italian workers. The insured 
person is entitled either-to free medi- 
cal treatment and to his wages in ac- 
cordance with the relevant sections of 
the Commercial Code (which are now 
extended to cover airmen), or to fre¢ 
medical treatment and a daily allow- 
ance in all cases of illness not involv- 
ing the application of the provisions 
of the Code.”

Strike and Reparations ¢ 

The British coal strike of 1926, 
while not the cause of the world coal 
crisis, certainly. helped to unbalance 
general conditions. During that year, 
British production dropped: by 119,- 
600,000 tons. Aghia teas 

Exports of coal decreased by 64,000,- 
000 tons, Other nations rushed in 
to take advantage of our former mar- 
kets, and European countries alone 
increased their output by 41,000,000 
tons. Not unnaturally, to-day, they 
are unwilling to fortfeit those new 
markets and cut down, their produc- 
tion of coal to its 1925 level. 

Another great blow at mining in the 
United. Kingdom has been dealt by the 
deliveries of coal from Germany. under 
the reparations scheme. Wages form 
such a high proportion of tatal costs 
in coal mining that any depression af- 
fects wages or employment first of all. 
In February of this year (according 
to figures supplied to the’ League of 
Nations by our Ministry of Labour), 
170,000 British miners were without 
work. : E 

The experts are agreed that efforts 
to control world supply and to stimu- 
late consumption of coal must be made 
on an international basis. Four lines 
of action are referred to in the League - 
of Nations Coal. Report: (a) an inter- 
national agreement on output, markets 
and prices between producers; (b) an 
international committee representing 
all interests; {c) measures for assimi- 
lating wages, hours of work and labour 
conditions; {d) the abolition of arti- 
ficial restrictions which at present 
hamper the coal trade. The League 
of Nations puts out these ideas to the 
world, leaving it to take its choice.

FORD, METHODS 


THE LESSON .OF MASS 
PRODUCTION 


Mr. Henry Ford's ‘Galton’ to 
the International Labour Office for 
comparative data of wage scales, 
living costs, and the inciderite of 
taxation in European cities where 
he plans to establish factories 
arouses much conmmmont in America.. 

There is general acceptance of 
the theory that-many industries per- 
haps may emulate Mr. Ford and 
other Americans in - establishing 
plants in Europe to escape the high 
American tariff barriers, and may 
follow in Europe the lesson learned 
that increased wages mean increas- 
ed consumption, resulting in a de- 
mand which justifies mass produc- 
tion in many lines.- Foreign re- 
sentment is expected, but it is be- 
lieved that these methods will suc. 
ceed in Europe, as.they have done 
in America. No doubts are ex. 
pressed as to the success of Mr. 
Ford’s experiment, or that ‘it will 
have in Europe the same stimula: 
tive effect on the general economic 
life which it has had in the United 
States. 

Anpieztion to Geneva 
a3 » Geneva, July. © 

Interest in the International 
Labour -Conference -at Geneva has 
centred in Mr. Ford’s announced in- 
tention to give the same scale of 
“real wages” to all Ford employees 
in countries outside America. The 
Ford Motor Company of London re- 
cently approached the.Internatiohal 
Labour Office for comparative data 
on wage scales, the cost of living, 
and taxation incident in European 
countries, where factories _ are pro- 
posed. “The Labour Office having 
expressed its willingness to compile 
the data, providing funds were 
available for research, the Ameri- 
can philanthropist, Mr. Filene, has 
cabled an offer of $25,000 (£5,000) 
for. such research, giving as his 
reason that Mr. Ford’s announced 
intention means muck to the world’s 
prosperity and progress, and also 
that it is in the interest of ‘other 
manufacurers with foreign plants 
that the purchasing - powers of 
European peoples shall be increased.

SEAMAN’S WAGES 


RECENT CLAIM AGAINST WHITE 
STAR LINE - 


MAGISTRATE'S INTIMATION 


The case arising out of the wreck 
in December: last of the “Celtic,” 
and involving. a claim for wages 
against the owners, the While Star 
Line, was « continued at Liverpool 
“Police Court before the Stipendiary 
Magistrate (Mr. Stuart Deacon). At 
the previous hearing .it was stated 
that if the claim succeeded, claims 
by other seamen might be instituted, 
and the ultimate cost to the com- 
pany amount to about £7,000. 

Plaintiff, Joseph Comerford, a re- 
frigerating greaser- on the “Celtic” 
when ‘ther vessel was wrecked, claim- 
ed £21, being wages for two months 
during which period he was unemploy- 
ed as a result, he contended, of the 
wreek of the “Celtic”. It had been 
previously stated that Comerford’s 
wages were : 
the return trip to Liverpool from 
New York the vessel went aground 
off Roche’s Point. On returning to 
Liverpool on December 12 he receiv- 
ed £8 l5s., being his wages up to 
December 11. He signed off. under 


protest, because he wanted more. 


wages. 

Mr. Fraser Harrison appeared for 
the plaintiff, and Mr. A. J. Hodgson 
for the defendants. 

The first witness was 
Reilly, branch secretary of the Sea- 
men’s Union, who, when questioned 
by Mr. Harrison as to the procedure 
when engine ratings wanted work, 
said they usually applied to the as- 
sistant second engineer... As soon as 
‘Comerford went ashore he saw. wit- 
ness and had his name placed on a 
list as a man looking for a job. 
Eventually he was placed on the 
“Duchess. of York.” Some of the 
“Celtic? men had been placed before 
this, but eventhe first could not be 
placed for three weeks, Mast vessels 
retained their usual crews ‘when. sail- 
ing again. . 

Mr. Hodgson.—lI understand you 
to say that sometimes shipping com- 
panies send up to you at the last 
minute? . 

Witness.—Yes, but not the White 
Star Line. 

Kept te One Vessel 

Patrick Tansy, engineer-storekeeper 
on the “Celtic” when the “Celtic” was 
wrecked, said he had been continu- 
ously with that vessel from 1921 until 
she was wrecked with the exception 
of one trip when he was sick. Men 
gomg to sea, he said, usually tried 
to keep to the one vassel. 


Mr. Harrison.—Did you look for, 


another ship? 

Witness—Yes, sir. 3 

And could you get one?—No, 

Mr. Hodgson objected, saying 
what happened to the witness was 
not material to the case, The case 
before the court was that of a re- 
frigerating greaser. 

The objection was not upheld. 

Mr. Harrison—You did eventually 
get a casual shore job at Messrs. 
Harland and Wolff’s?—Yes, sir. 

Answering, Mr. Hodgson, witness 
agreed that at the end. of every 
voyage their services terminated and 
if they wanted to, and if the com- 
pany also wished it, they signed on 
agein for the next trip. 

Mr. Hodgson.—¥You know, do you, 
of men who have changed their 
shios? 

Witness—If a .man has, a good 
character he stays and is Te-engag- 
ed. 

Where were you told to repért for 
work?—I was not told ~"~where. 
went to a couple of ships, the first 
was the “Albertic.” ° 

But she did not sail for two 
months after the wreck?—Yes, but 
1 went down to other ships. I went 
to a C.P.R. liner; I think it was the 
“Duchess of Atholi?? I-could not see 
the second engineer for the crowd of 
men who were there. 

Further questioned, witness said he 
also tried to get a job on the “Doric,” 
but could not see anyone on this 
vessel, aa he had to stand his chanee 
with the other men who were wait- 
ing for jobs. . . 

William A. Tolputt, _manager of 
the Ministry of Labour offices, Can- 
ning-place, Liverpool, 
average of unemployed seamen in 
Liverpool for. the-months December 
and January, was about 5,000. 

This concluded the evidence for the 
plaintiff. 

Case for Admiralty Division? 

Mr. Hodgson, for the defence, said

The unemployment was entitled to 
an ‘indemnity for the reason that it 
was unemployment which depended 
‘upon contingencies.

The indemn- 
ity conferred by the Act was an in- 
demnity for. wages which the sea- 
man had a right fo earn under his 
agreement, and indemnity - whic] | 
he not only had a right to earn under 
his ‘agreement, but would have earn- 
ed but for the wreck. |< 

At this stage of thé address for 
the defence, the Stipendiary Magis- 
trate said; “I have been very much 
impressed by your arguments, and I 
ean see there is a great deal in 
them. I am bound to ‘say, listening 
to them as I have done, that this is 
a ‘ease I ought to refer to the Ad- 
miralty Division. Mr. Harrison sug- 
gests that I should decide the case 
myself, but I see there are points 
which require serious legal considera- 
Hes: T feel it is my duty to refer 
It. 

The Stipendiary said that if coun- 
sel wished it, he was perfectly will- 
ing to hear the witness. for the de- 
fence, but he could not give any find- 
ing on the facts, should he decide 
to refer the ecase- to the Admiralty 
Court. 7 ett 

Mr. Harrison asked if the case 
could be adjourned then for. him to 
consider his position.: He would have 
to communicate with other people in 
the .case,.and he would like the ad- 
journment to be long enough in 
which to ‘obtain a copy’ of the -ver- 
batim note of the proceedings. 


NORWAY’S TONNAGE 


EXPECTED TO ECLIPSE FRANCE |. 


AND ITALY 


The statistics published recent- 
ly are remarkable in the sense 
of the large amount of tonnage which 
is under construction or on order for 
Norwegian owners, Thus, on July 1 
the number amounted to 116 ships of 
a total of 453,000 gross tons, These 
figures compare with 94 ships and 
293,000 gross*tons on Jaruary 1, 1929, 
and with 58 of 269,000 gross tons on 
Jaly1,19288.  - on. kl : 

In diseussing the situation “Norges 
Handels og . Sjofartstidende” states 
that since the great contracts were en- 
tered into directly after the war thera 
has not been sc much tonnage under 
construction or on order for Norwegian 
account as at the present time. Thus 

Norwegian fleet is occupied in ob- 
taining 2 more prominent place among 
the world’s large merchant fleets. At 
present the country holds the seventh 
position, but as the fleets of France 
and Italy experienced-a decline last 
year, and .as in March, 1929, there 
were under construction for them only 
about 155,000 tons and about 90,000 
tons respectively, it is probable that in 
2 year the range of ownership will be 
Norway, Italy and. France with fleets 
of 3,450,000 tons, 3,350,000. tons and 
4,250,000 tons in the three cases res- 
pectively. - 

These figures are“naturally by way- 
of estimates, a3 one can never know 
the reductions through’ losses or sales. 
ete. However, in any.case, there is con- 
sidered to be scarcely «any: doubt that 
Norway's merchant fleet ‘a-year will 
occupy the fifth place: in the ..world 
after those ‘of England, the _ United 
States, Japan and Germany.

VANCOUVER’S GROWING 
IMPORTANCE 

Although the crop year was to 
end on August 1, all reeords for 
the movement of grain through the 
Pacific Coast ports of Canada had 
been broken by the middle 
of June. Shipments made through 
the ports. of Vancouver, Princa 
Rupert and Victoria during the part 
of the year to date totalled over 
9,400,000 bushels, as compared with 
90,707,000 bushéls for the previous 
complete crop year.

OFFICTAL STATEMENT AS TO 
: THE BUDGET 


VIEWS ON REPARATIONS 
Sydney, Yesterday. 

Introducing the Budget in the 
House of Representatives, . the 
Commonwealth Treasurer explain- 
ed that the deficit of 1928-29 was 
partly due to the falling off of the 
Customs and excise receipts.

The Im- 
perial Government should make 
every effort to retain the Dawes 
Plan as the basis of the repara- 
tions’ distribution.—Reuter.

“KING TYPHOON” 


It is all over now, save the 
damage that was caused, and 
Jooking back . on what’ happeried 
yesterday when “King Typhoon” 
was doing his best to have mat- 
ters all his own way—and suc- 
ceeding in many respects—it may 
be said that the Colony emerged 
from the awful ordeal in a. man- 
ner that can only be described as 
being | “‘very Iucky.”. We were 
lucky in. haying such -excellent 
and timely warnings, and . the 
Observatory officials—(often the 

|-putts of «more or less © facetious 
comment)—are ‘heartily to be 
jcongratulated on the part. they 
played. : 
The warnings they 


issued con- 


done. But it is most satisfactory 
to be able to report that the dam- 
age was comparatively of a minor 
nature and, so far as.is known, no 
fatalities occurred either on'sea or 
land. - While the typhoon was at 
its height-it was in most parts of 
the Colony, an awe-inspiring sight 
and many of the scenes witness- 
ed baffle description. “The har- 
bour was an inferno—wind, 
waves, mist and rain, in 
fearful and simultaneous action, 
Lproving that the typhoon 
was very close Upon the 
Colony —if not actually on it. 
Fortunately the tide was not quite 
so high as it has-been on similar 
decasions, thus’ preventing flood- 
ing. The Praya wharves, jetties 
and similar structures, however, 
received a terrific onslaught, tons 
of water dashing against the Star 
Ferry wharf, Blake Pier. and 
,other well-known... buildings. 
Only ‘warships and the most 
powerful. of mercantile . vessels 
were able successfully to cope 
with the encounter, and the best 
of these had to be fylly alert to 
avoid disaster.’ a 
Many of the buildings, both on 
the Island-and the’mainland, have 
been damaged,but none to any 
very serious extent... Both in

At about 
2.45 p.m., the wind was still strong 
along Des Voeux-road, and it was 
difficult to make one’s way along 
from the City Hall to even as near 
as the Hong Kong and Shanghai 
Bank, Beside having to fight 
against the wind, one had to put up, 
with a drenching, the water which 
had collected on the road being 
occasionally blown up in sprays 
which almost reached one’s head. 

Mgddle Levels 

The middle levels also” suffered 

much damage, especially . trees 

_and window panes. The Botani- 
cal Gardens were a_ tangle 
of broken branches and fallen 
trees and it; will mean con- 
siderable work for the « Fores- 
try Department  hefore the 
garden can again assume its former 
ahipshape appearance. 

Glenealy ravine roared along its 
course Hike a river, whilst the path- 
way was also under at least one foot 
of water on account of the drains 
being topped up by twigs and 
stones from the hillside.

Ancidents .Observed Here & There 

On reaching the’ Ferry én the Kow- 
loon side yesterday at 11.15 (writes 
another eye-witness) the . red flag 
was flying. showing thatthe Ferry 
would be stopped ‘at, any moment. 
But-I was. rather surprised at the 
signal being up as the black cone was 
still up..: On enquiry of one of the 
ticket inspectors, however,. he told 
me that the typhoon was very close. 
This I personally confirmed by read- 
ing the latest typhoon warning and 
comparing it with the “China Mail" 
typhoon chart. 

1 noticed that only the “Night 
Star” and the ‘Northern Star” were 
running because those two have 
awnings that can always be taken 
down very easily, whilst the other 
Ferries have wooden coverings that. 
are handicap against the wind and 
a rising tide. 

Bus Almest Overturns 

Deciding to cross to Hong Kong 
I boarded a bua and proceed along 
Salisbury-road. ©. At the junction of 
Nathan-road the bus nearly came 
acropper. The vehicle suddenly was 
caught by a huge gust of wind and 
swerved dangerously to one side. 
Fortunately the driver had the pre- 
sence of mind to accelerate speed, 
and by this means the bus ‘-scon 
righted itself much to the relief of 
the passengers. 

In Nathan-road it was observed 
that branches of trees avere snapping 
in all directions..and the pavements, 
gutters and the middle of the street 
were sebn bespread with foliage of 
all Kinds, wee 
Ominous Bombs 
Then were heard the ominous 


three explosive bombs accompanied, 


as it were, by a gust of greater viol- 
ence than ever, causing rioshas to 
swerve, ithe ‘pullers’ hats to blow 
away, umbrellas to fly outside in and 
snap like matchwood=-a  pan- 
pemonium that’ caused a scare 
amongst pedestrians generally. 

Proceeding rapidly along Nathan- 
Road it waa seen that the bamboos 
had been uprooted near the Orient 
Factory. A wooden shed near West 
View Building has been reduced to 
matchwood. Everywhere there were 
leaves of trees and debris of all 
kinds. rapidly filling the gutters, 
whilst Chinese here already taking 
away pieces of branches and trees to 
be used as firewood.

-KAI TACK BASE 
Little Damage Sustained: Hangars 
Untouched 

Considering the fact. that the 
R.A.F. Kai Tack Base is situated 
in the open, and that the hangars 
and other sheds are constructed 
wholely of matting material, the 
damage sustained was compara- 
tively small?’ A number - of. the 
smaller structures that serve -as 
wash houses and . lavatories- were 
damaged, their roofs in most cases 
being shattered or. knocked about.

Po HING THEATRE - 
$10,0 000° Damage Sustained to 
Roof 

The destruction of the roof “ot 
the Po Hing Theatre in Yaumati, 
except for the frame work, was 
the severest damage sustained in 
any one place on the mainland. 

The roof, which appears to have 
been constructed mainly of sheets 
of asbestos, was completely ripped 
off, and when the storm had abat- 
ed only a few sheets of the 
material (that had withstood the 
wind) still -clung to the frame. 
work. 

The interior of the theatre was 
also damaged, but not half as 
seriously as the roof. Great. 
pieces-of plaster, that had crash- 
ed down from the ceiling, were 
scattered all over the seats, smash- 
ing a number of them. The 
theatre presented a dismal appear- 
ance, covered as it was with 
broken plaster and other debris. 

Interviewed, 6ne of the manag- 
ing staff of the theatre said that 
the damage sustained to the roof 
was very considerable. 
he said, cost something like $10, 000 
te repair it. 

‘The decorated ceiling, our in- 
formant said, would be repaired 
(it having been pierced in several 
places}. - Indeed the ceiling pre- 
sented'a quaint scene, in that it 
appeared to have been holed by 
boulders dropped down from the 
sky! 

’ Nathan Road : 

As is generally the .case, the 
trees along the whole length of 
Nathan-road suffered

branches, and the gutters choked 
with leaves and twigs. 

Situated next Rose Terrace on 
the vacant piece of ground hesideg 
the Taftaka Photo Studio, a huge 
tree, that had withstood. moré than 
oné typhoon, met its Waterloo yes- 
terday, being completely uprooted.

Extensive Damage Done to 
the Mast 
A “China Mail" ‘reporter this 
morning went +o the Signal Hill, 
Kowloon, to see the damage done by 
the snapping of the typhoon and de- 
pression mast, which occurred yes- 
terday afternoon at about two 


o’elock. aoa starts : 

‘Approaching an assistant of the. 
Station, who has been for 32 years 
there, the “Mail” man was told that 


this was the second time that they 


mast had broken since the severe 
typhoon of 1906, which he recalled. 

‘Asked by the reporter how the 
mast snapped he said that it was 
caused by the wind blowing from the 
South-East, which was the strongest, 
and of typhoon force, that did it. 
Had it been from the North-West, 
the damage would have been serious; 
in fact, it would in all probability 
have resulted fatally, because’ his 
family lived in a bungalo djoin- 
ing the lighthouse, which also would 
have been smashed. : 

“The mast, made of mild steel, and 
weighing 7,000 ‘lbs. bent over 
with a crack at 215 pm., taking 
with it the symbols that were dis- 


played-on -the yard arms to theiry’. 


end, smashing several others that 

were on the mast’s base. The yard 

arms. were broken in four parts.
